contention over the 2-cent fare law,

try a/nd especially to the states that 
have 
attempted rate regulation by 


recent legislation. 


The court held that the railroads 


erred in appealing their case from 
the Virginia commission to the fed- 
eral 
court. It 
was held 
that the 


appeal should have been made to the 
supreme court of Virginia. 


The complaint has been made that 


the custom of the railroads In tak- 
ing their cases from the state rail- 
roads commissions 
directly to the 


federal courts, has made the state 
laws ineffective because the injunc- 
tions issued from the federal courts 
when cases wera appealed have pre- 
vented the enforcement of the or- 
ders of the railroad commissioners.
